LIAOYANG IS THRICE LOOTED. 


Russians First to Plunder, Then the 
Chinese, and Lastly the Jap- 
anese Victors. 


IIAOYANG, Sept. 8, via Tientsin, Sept. 12. 
-The looting of Liaoyang has few parallels 
Three armies on 
three different days had possession of the 
city and engaged in acts of depredations. 

When the Russians entered into the occu- 
pation of Liaoyang they built a model Rus- 
sian. city outside the old walled Chinese city, 
and thousands of troops were lodged within 
its gates. When the Japanese drove the Rus- 
sians out of Shansampo hills the Ruselan 
soldiers realized that the town must fall 
and forgot all discipline. They looted the 
town, sparing neither Chinese nor European 
shops, destroying what they could not carry 
away. They wantonly destroyed great quan- 
tities of foodstuffs and other goods, ripping 
open bales, bags, and boxes with the ever 
ready bayonet and scattering their contents 
over the streets. Much liquor was found, 
and the soldiers, becoming drunk, committed 
further excesses. 

During the interim of the departure of the 
Russians and the arrival of the Japanese the 
Chinese soldiers and police finished the work 
the Ruseians began, pillaging the shops that 
Were not found by the Russians. 

Then when the Japanese came they com- 
pleted the looting. They had been fighting 
for five days without food except dry rice, 
mnd broke loose upon entering the town. 
The Japanese looted right and left. The 
Shops having already suffered, the Japanese 
turned their attention to the private houses. 
They wanted food principally, but overlooked 
nothing. 

This was the first time in this war that 
the Japanese were guilty of looting a cap- 
tured city, and their officers were much dis- 
turbed by the outbreak. When order was 
restored the Japanese soldiers were taken 
out of the walled city and now are not al- 
lowed inside without a special pass.

LONDON, Sept. 138, 3 a. m.—A report is 
current from a source which cannot be 
traced that official Russian dispatches have 
reached London announcing that Gen. Zas- 
salitch, who commanded a part of the Kus- 
sian rear guard south of the Hun river, has 
been severely wounded and captured with 
3,000 of his 5,000 troops. There is no men- 
tion of this in the dispatches from Tokio or 
the messages from correspondents in the 


east. 
Guesses About Kuroki. 

There are conflicting reports concerning the 
position of Gen. Kuroki. On one hand it is 
stated he is threatening the communications 
of the Russians, who are represented as be- 
ing apprehensive of his activities, while on 
the other hand, it is rum6red he himself has 
been cut off from his communications with 
Fengwangcheng by an unexpected march of 
Gen. Linievitch from Vladivostok. 

Having Tientsin as its place of origin, the 
latter rumor may be discounted pending an 
explanation, but it is recalled there has been 
more than one report recently that Gen. 
Linievitch was.advancing to take the Ja 
anese in the rear. 


Effects of Dead Men for Sale. 

A report from Chefoo says the advertising 
columns of the Novi Krai are filled with no- 
tices of auctions of the effects of dead 
officers. 

Says Russian Officers Ratw 

In a dispatch to the Daily Telegraph the 
correspondent of that paper in the field with 
Gen. Kuroki says the Russians made a poor 
stand on the heights beyond the Taitse river. 
Extensive trenches had been dug on the 
cliffs overlooking the river opposite and 
stove the town, but the first few shells from 
the Japanese batteries sent the enemy flying. 
He was amazed to see officers leading the way 
in this headlong flight across the hill and 
down into the valley behind. The officers 
were easily distinguishable in the fore front 
of the crowd of fugitives. 


FEAR JAPANAESE RUSE. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 13, 2:30 a. m.— 
The silence of the Japanese is reminiscent of 
that which preceded the previous big attacks, 
and gives the impression that the Japanese 
are employing their usual tactics, the pursu- 
ing armies of Oku and Nodzu holding back 
while Gen. Kuroki is operating an extensive 
flanking movement. 


Rumors in Russian Capital. 
With the lull in military operations and an 
almost entire suspension of dispatches from 
the front, St. Petersburg has again fallen 
back upon rumors. Countless stories are 
Afloat regarding the Russian defeat at Liao- 
yang, some of which are absurd, while others 
have apparently enough basis in fact to 
give them a color of possibility. While none 
of these stories can be confirmed, it would 
not surprise those best informed if some of 
them should turn out to be true. 

Of first importance is the revival of the 
rumor of Viceroy Alexieff's resignation, based 
probably upon differences said to exist be- 
tween him and Gen. Kouropatkin and others 
in authority in the far east. 

Of next importance is the rumor that Gen. 
Kouropatkin is to be superseded, Lieut. Gen. 
Linevitch being named as the most probable 
successor. This is supposed to rest upon the 
emperor's displeasure with Kouropatkin's 
generalship at Liaoyang and dissatisfaction 
‘with the course of events at the front. 

Many other rumors are probably the out- 
growth of jealousy, bickerings, and irrespon- 
sible criticism of the defeat at Liaoyang 
but none is traceable to an authentic source, 


Japs Seen Near Yentai. 

A dispatch has been received from Lieut. 
Gen. Sakharoff, under a Sept. 11 date, report- 
ing that no large Japanese force has been 
seen north of the Yentai railroad, but that 
south of there are many large camps of 
Japanese. 

Victory Vital to Russia. 

M. Souvorin, manager of the Novoe Vrem- 
ya, in a long leading article in that paper, 
concludes as follows:

The spirit animating the Japanese troops 
is shown by the translation of a letter writ- 
ten by a Japanese mother to her son which 
has reached the war office. The letter was 
found on the body of her son. It adjured 
him to fight nobly for the mikado and his 
country, and informed him that his capture 
would be considered an everlasting disgrace 
upon the family ancestors, but thatif he died 
on the battlefield it would be an honor which 
the family would celebrate for a week. 


RUSSIA LOSES FIRST RO 
PARIS, Sept. 18, 3 a. m.—The Jo 
Liaoyang correspondent, having ridde 
Tientsin, sends thence the following uncen- 
sored dispatch under date of Sept. 12 at 
6 p. m.: 

“The first part of the campaign may be 
considered lost. The Russian army has re- 
treated northward in the direction of Tie pass 
or further. The Russian army's inferiority 
in men, guns, and enthusiasm prevented 
Kouropatkin's resisting longer at Liaoyarng 
or achieving at Yentaia victory which would 
have obliged the Japanese to fall back. The 
Japanese will shortly triumphantly enter 
Mukden. 

Months Needed to Recover. 

“The Russian general staff now estinrtes 
the Japanese forces at from 450,000 to 500,- 
000. The Russian army will reconéentrate 
in the north, but it needs several months in 
order to fill up the losses in a number of 
corps. which must be doubted, and to replace 
reservists by active troops. Above all, it is 
essential to restore the morale, affected by 
almost unprecedented trials and difficulties. 

“A Russian offensive movement will be 
impossible for a long time. Should Russia 
be determined to continue the effort it might 
still vanquish, but at a cost wholly dispro- 
portionate to the results. 

As an impartial witness, I am convinced 
that it would be to the best interest of the 
belligerents to sink national pride and, by 
mutual concessions, end a war which other- 
wise will ruin both.” 


OYAMA REPORTS SITUATION. 

TOKIO, Sept. 12, 2 p. m.—A telegram re- 
ecived here from Field Marshal Oyama at 
midnight last night gives the disposition of 
the Russian troops in the vicinity of Yentai 
and Mukden. He says that a large force of 
Russian cavalry is posted at Pingtaitsze, 
which is about twenty-four miles to the east 
of the Yentai railway station. and that an- 
other force of cavalry occupies the town of 
Heilingchai, to the northward of Pingtaitsze. 

Other bodies of cavalry, with artillery, are 
located at Huangshanlin, on the eastern 
road out of Mukden, as well as in the neigh- 
borhood of Yumentzsushan, which is occu- 
pied by the Japanese. Some detachments of 
Russian cavalry are posted along the rall- 
road between Yentail and Mukden, and are 
apparently keeping in touch with and watch- 
ing the Japanese. 


Dum Dum Bullets Are Found. 


An additional report from the army head- 
quarters concerning dum dum bullets says: 

Among the Russian munitions captured 
at Liaoyang are two kinds of dum dum bul- 
lets, which much resemble those made for 
the Russian rifle of the 1891 type. They do 
not, however, fit this rifle exactly. We made 
search for rifles which could have fired these 
bullets, but failed to find them.” 

The troops under command of Gen. Kuroki 
on Sept. 2 and 3 were without anything to 
drink for twenty-four hours, and during that 
time they had no food save dried rice. 


SAYS JAP SHIPS ARE INJURED. 


Canadian Officer Declares Many of Them 
Are in Docks for Extensive 
Repairs. 


VICTORIA, B. C., Sept, 12.—Capt. Ryan of 
the Canadian permanent forces, after some 
months in Tokio as the representative of the 
Canadian militia, says the Japanese fleet has 
suffered severely in the encounters with the 
Russian war vessels and that all the dry 
docks and repairing harbors in Japan are full 
of Japanese war vessels in various stages of 
repair. One big cruiser which was in the 
great naval battle off Port Arthur lost all 
its funnels and has twenty-five — in its 
hull.

Carlisle, Ind., Sept. 12.—[Special.]—Follow- 
ing the shooting of Jasper Hammond, colored, 
by Constable T. E. Johnson, while resisting 
arrest this afternoon, a mob of 100 men and 
boys visited the home of every negro family 
in town; but every house except one was 
deserted, the tenants having left town.

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SUBMARINES FOR JAPAN. 


FLEETEST OF KIND IN WORLD IS 
BUILDING IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


Construction of Cigar Shaped Vessels 
Attended with More or Less Secrecy 
—Craft with Bilge Keel and Up to 
Date Methods Will Be Able to Dive 
125 Feet, It Is Claimed—Protest on 
Score of International Law Would 
Be of No Avail. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 12.—[Special.]—With 
unceasing labor and attended by scrupulous 
secrecy, the Japanese government is having 
rushed to completion in this country a fleet 
of submarine torpedo boats intended to excel 
any war craft of their type in the world. 

Screened by two unfinished American bat- 
tleships and two steel barges of the Standard 
Oil company, five cigar shaped steel hulls 
are on the stocks in the Fore River Iron 
works at Quincy Point. Mass. 

All today a force of men was working with 
might and main on the hulls. When night 
came another force took up t..e work. Thus 
it has been since the last week in July, and 
thus it will be until the boats disappear from 
their stocks with even greater secrecy than 
attended their construction. 


Protest Would Be Fruitless. 

It is highly improbable that the United 
States government can hinder the growth or 
prevent the delivery to Japan of this for- 
midable fleet. International law forbids a 
neutral power to increase the belligerent 
capacity of a nation at war and is under ob- 
ligation to see its citizens do not transgress 
in this respect. But an official investigation 
of the secret work on those torpedo boats 
would be met with the reply that the fleet 
is being constructed on a contract with pri- 
vate parties. This not only is technically 
but ÜUterally true, because the Fore River 
works are building submarines for the Hol- 
land company. 

Early in the summer Japanese spies noti- 
fied their government that German ship- 
builders had received from the Russian gov- 
ernment contracts for several submarine 
torpedo boats. Agents of the Japanese gov- 
ernment in this country notified the Holland 
Submarine Boat company that it would be 
well to send a representative to Japan at 
once. The representative sailed for Tokio 
on June 4 and entered into a contract with 
the Japanese government to build five sub- 
marine torpedo boats of greater speed and 


deeper diving capacity than those possessed 
by any submarine boat now known. 


Points of Superiority. 

The three features which will give to the 
bouts of this fleet supremacy over any other 
submarine craft now in service or under 
contract are the ability to make long sea 
voyages, made possible by bilge keels, which 
heretofore have not been installed in sub- 
marines, greater speed, which will be accom- 
plished by a secret method of utilizing both 
electricity and gasoline for motive power, 
greater powers of submersion, due to diving.

ALICE HENNINGER’S MURDERER 
ASKS MERCY OF COURT. 
Attorney for Defense Makes Strong 
Appeal Against Capital Sentence, 
Declaring Atrocity of Offense Indi- 
cated a Mind Diseased—Judge Hig- 
bee Fixes Punishment at Life Im- 
prisonment in Penitentiary—Only 
Hope Was to Save Prisoner’s Life. 


Havana, III., Sept. 12.—[{Special.]—Fred 
Strube, accused of the murder of his sweet- 
heart, Alice Henninger, on the night of Nov. 
14, was brought into court for trial today. 
Twenty-six minutes had elapsed when the 
young criminal obeyed his attorney's bidding 
and pleaded guilty to the crime, Judge Higbee 
pronouncing the sentence of life imprison- 
ment. 

This sudden termination of what promised 


record in this county was a surprise to the 
throngs that crowded the courtroom. Strube 
sat as a statue, gazing intently downward, 
never giving even a glance at those about 
him. The young criminal’s father was the 
only relative in the courtroom. 

It was during the noon hour that the attor- 
neys in the case held a conference and came 
to a mutual agreement. Up until time for 
the trial preparations were being made for 
the commencement of the trial. Attorney 
W. H. Masters asked the court to withdraw 
the plea of not guilty and enter a plea of 
guilty. 

Masters asked that the court show mercy 
on the prisoner, saying the brutality of the 
crime would convince the ordinary man of 
the prisoner's insanity. It was then that 
Judge Higbee pronounced the life sentence. 

Lyman Lacey Jr., for the defense, said after 


adjournment: “‘ Our only hope was to save 
the prisoner's life. This we have accom- 
plished.”

School Board Plans to Give Instruction 
to the Children in Manual Training 
Branches and Bookkeeping. 


A course of study calculated to give to the 
crippled children in the public schools some 
capital’ stock to begin on when they put 
down their books and go out in the world 
to compete with the physically strong, is 
being prepared by school board officials. 

The plan is to teach the crippled children 
to put to account what powers they have. 
Instruction will be given to them in branches 
of manual training and basket weaving 
and also in elementary bookkeeping and 
kindred subjects. The purpose is to find 
out what they are able to do with their lim- 
ited power and physical resources: 

To this end a course to be taken by teachers 
desiring to serve in the schools for the 
crippled children will be added to the nor- 
mal school extension work. Special prep- 
aration will be given in all the branches 
which Supt. Cooley considers advisable to 
teach the crippies.... new scale of salary 
has been arranged for them, which is higher 
than that paid to the regular grade school 
teachers. 

The course will be opened early in October, 
when the normal school work will begin.

Guy C. Stillings of Preferred Mercantile 
Company of Boston Arrested, Ac- 
cused of Irregularities. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 12.—[{Special.]—Guy 
C. Stillings, dreasurer of the Preferred Mer- 
cantile company, was arrested this after- 
noon by Deputy Marshais Waters and Pick- 
ering for alleged illegal use of the mails.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 12.—[Specia].}— 
“The College Widow,” a new comedy by 
George Ade, had its first production by 
Henry W. Savage tonight at the Columbia 
theater before a distinguished audience 
which included representatives of Washing- 
ton official and social life. 

The climax was reached at the end of the 
third act, when Billy Bolton was borne to 
the footlights on the shoulders of the vie- 
torious football. team of Atwater college. 

The audience was exceedingly enthusias- 
tic, and, after repeatedly recalling the com- 
pany, demanded a speech from George Ade, 
the author, who responded in a brief but 
humorous speech. 

In this play Mr. Ade has written a 
well conceived comedy, and his story has 
furnished admirable opportunity for color 


and atmosphere, and the various types famil- 


iar to the smaller American college are 
faithfully and whimsically transcribed. 

The present day craze for athletes is mildly 
satirized, and there are refreshing glimpses 
of the enthusiastic football player, the viva- 
cious girl whose heart and soul is with the 
team, and all the movement that attends 
the usual autumn term. The action of the 
piece is divided in four acts, so that a recep- 
tion given to the faculty and a football gamc 
in which the college boys and girls largely 
figure are the background to the story fur- 
nished by Mr. Ade. 

The time is laid during the fall term, 
framed in bright autumnal days, and has to 
do with the adventures of one Billy Bolton, 
an athlete and son of a wealthy capitalist 
who showers his financial favors upon a 
rival institution. Bolton enters upon his 
freshman year at Atwater college unbe- 
known to his father, who has left him in 
charge of a pedantic tutor with instructions 
to matriculate at the other college endowed 
by the parent. Bolton is captured by a flirta- 
tion with the “ widow’; leads Atwater’s 
football team to victory, much to the cha- 
grin of the elder Bolton, who had bet on the 
team of the rival institution and arrives 
upon the scene of the game too late to drag 
his son from the ground. 

Revolving around the charming daughter 
of the president, Jane Witherspoon, dubbed 
“the widow,” is a breezy -chaperon, Mrs. 
Chapelle, fondly beloved by all the college 
boys and the girls of the town: a trainer, an 
ex-prize fighter, whose energies are devoted 
to bringing out the physical qualities of the 
football eleven, and who is in love with Flora 
Wiggins, whose mother boards the students. 
Other prominent and laughable characters 
are a set of rural undergraduates; stern 
members of the faculty: a young boiler- 
maker, who has been surreptitiously entered 
by the coach in the art department so that 
he may be placed on the football team; the 
town. miarshal, who tries to preserve order 


among the students and all the tlk of a rural 


college town. Individual hits were scored 
by an effective cast, noted among whom were 
Dorothy Tennant, Amy Ricard, Frederick 
Truesdell, Edwin Holt, Edgar Davenport.

“IMMEDIATE MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP.” 
The phrase immediate municipal owner- 
ip.“ as used by its advocates in the present 
Gentroversy, does not mean immediate mu- 
nicipal ownership. It means municipal own- 
ership at the end of ten years. 

They would be ten sweet years. The pro- 

.posed Chicago City railway company ordi- 
tance, which contains a waiver of the nine- 
ty-nine year act rights on the part of the 
company and provides for uncontested mu- 
nicipal ownership at the end of thirteen 
years, would be rejected on the ground that 
it was too slow. The ninety-nine year act 
rights would be left intact and the city would 
start out to get municipal ownership at once. 

The first thing to do would be to persuade 
the courts to overthrow the contention of the 
companies that the ninety-nine year act 
rights cannot be condemned. Meanwhile 
the companies would continue to run their 
present sparse and rickety cars. 

If the courts should hold that the ninety- 
nine year act rights are subject to condemna- 
tien, the next thing to do would be to over- 
throw the contention of the companies that 
In acquiring street car property the Mueller 
law certificates are invalid. This conten- 
tien could probably he overthrown, but 
méanwhile the congpanies would continue to 
run their present sparse and rickety cars. 
he richt of condemnation aud the validity 
of the Mueller law certificates having been 
demonstrated, an appraisal of the value of 
the companies’ tangible property and of their 
ninety-nine year act rights would have to be 
made. If an unfriendly jury should attempt 
to confiscate the ninety-nine year act rights 
by. setting a merely nominal value on them 
the courts would overrule the verdict on the 
ground .that it was centrary to the evidence. 
There is no way of confiscating property, 
even by indirection, in Chicago. And mean- 
While the companies would continue to run 
their present sparse and rickety cars. 

A fair value having been set on the com- 
Panies’ assets, the Mueller law certificates, 
issued for the purpose of buying those assets 
and of forming a mortgage on them, would 
havetobesold. This, as Judge Tuley sug- 
gests, medns that they would have to be sold 
to a syndicate. The companies naturally 
would refuse to buy them. And, as Edwin 
Burritt Smith suggests, what reason has 
Chieago to believe that after years of nego- 
tiation a syndicate would provide the money 
for floating a street railway system on any 
Detter terms than those which the men 
‘whose money is already invested are willing 
to offer? 

And meanwhile the street cars of Chicago 
Would remain just as sparse and just as 
meet as they are now. They pay that 
way. 

But pass the proposed ordinance. By its 
terme the Chicago City railway company 
ends at once about $16,000,000 on im- 
provements. By its terms the ninety-nine 
year act fights are waived. By its terms 
the city gets several million dollars of com- 
pensation, which, with other sums of money 
laid by from time to time, will form a fund 


Lor future purchase without the aid of a 


syndicate. By its terms this future pur 
chase may come at the end of thirteen years, 

Which is the better bargaln—even from 
the sole point ot view of municipal owner- 
ship? 


ROOSEVELT UNMISTAKABLY ACCEPTS. 

We do not stand still. We press steadily forward 
toward the goal of moral and material well being 
tor our own people, of just and fearless dealing 
toward all other peoples, in the interest not merely 
of ‘this country but of 
— — de disastrous to re- 
verse or aban Roosevelt's letter of acceptance. 

If, indeed, he ever wore them, President 
Roosevelt bas certainly cast off those 
Quaker garments in which, during the last 
few weeks, the democratic newspapers have | 
been pleased to cartoon him. His adopted | 
philosephy——be sure you're right, then go 
ahead—is emphatically evident in his letter 
of acceptance. When he is sure he is right 
he goes ahead hard. 

It is all a question of temperament. 
Roosevelt could not be like Parker if he 
tried. Neither could Parker be like Roose- 
velt. One is positive; the other is mild. 
One is dynamic; the other is static. One 
type of character appeals to the enterprising 
people of a community, while the other meets 
its response among the cautious. 

The letter itself is an excelent piece of 
logical writing. It is by far the strongest 
campaign document which has yet appeared 
on the republican side. There is not a dull 
word in it, and since it is a semi-official utter- 
anee of the chief magistrate of the country 
every American should read it. 

When a party has been in power for some 
time issue is always taken with its record 
by the party of opposition. This is because 
it is easier to tear down than to build up; 
to find fault than to accomplish. However, 
the president cheerfully accepts his admin-

vor 


mit to ex parte judgment. He insists that 
his record be taken as a whole. 

Truly, the Roosevelt administration has 
net been perfect. No administration, or 
ministry, or monarch, or autocrat has ever 
been, or ever can be, perfect. But the ques- 
tion is not between the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration and perfection. The question is be 
tween the Roosevelt administration and the 
putative Parker administration. Which 
would be better? President Roosevelt dis- 
cusses this question with most refreshing 
vigor, and leaves no doubt that he himself, 
at least, believes that he and his party can 
give a better administration than Judge 
Parker and the democratic party. Conf- 
dence in oneself is an indispensable requisite 
to business success. The administration of 
the American government is the greatest 
business on earth. The head of this busi- 
ness must necessarily, therefore, have self- 
confidence. The present head of the gov- 
ernment dees net lack this indispensable 
quality. 

In his letter the president covers the w 
field. He exhaustively analyzes the Philip- 
pine situation; he deals in a most states- 
manlike way with the trust question, point- 
ing the folly of trying to take the fourth or 
tenth step before the third has been taken; 
he speaks without a semblance of apology 
for protection, and considers it indispensable 
to our welfare; he strongly assails the wis- 
dom of reducing our 60,000 army; he reiter- 
ates his belief in the value of a great navy; 
he maintains that our trade policy in China 
has been far sighted; he insists that in the 


* 
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took not only a proper course but the only 
possible course if the canal was to be dug. 

On the various great matters of public 
pdliey now before the country the democrats 
are divided. Some of them believe in free 
silver; some ef them in the gold standard. 
Some of them believe in curbing or in taking 
over the trusts, while others believe in let- 
ting them alone. Some of them believe in 
protection; some in tariff for revenue only; 
some in free trade. Some of them believe in 
expansion; some in contraction. Some of 
them believe in 4 great navy; some in prac- 
tically no navy at all. Some of them be 
lieve in the open door in China; some of them 
object to the projection of our influence be- 
yond the three mile limit. . 

Thus the democrats are restrained by 
their own divisions from ‘agreeing on any 
one great principle as an issue. But they 
ean readily find a basis for union and har- 
mony in assailing their opponents. From 
the speech of acceptance of Mr. Davis, and 
from the address of Judge Parker to 
the democratic editors, it is apparent 
that the two candidates consider the best 
chance of riding into office lies in convincing 
the electors that the republican congress has 
been irresponsibly extravagant. 

President Roosevelt meets ‘this attack 
with offensive-defensive strategy—as 
‘follows: 

Do our opponents grudge the fifty millions paid 
for the Panama canal? 

Do they intend to cut down on the pensions to 
the veterans of the civil war? 

Do they intend to put a stop to the irrigation 
policy, or to the permanent census bureau, or to 
immigration inspection? 

Do they intend to abolish rural free delivery? 
Do they intend to cut down the navy, or the Alas- 
kan telegraph system? 

Do they intend to dismantle our coast fortifica- 
tions? 

If there is to be a real and substantial cut- 
ting down,in natio expenditures it must be in 
such matters as these. The department of agri- 
culture has done service of incalculable value to 
the farmers of this country in many different lines. 
Do our opponents wish to cut down the money 
for this service? They can 4o it only by destroy- 
ing the usefulness of the service itself. 


Judge Parker’s letter of acceptance is due 
Sept. 17. It fs up to him to enter a bill of 
particulars showing just where he would 
economize,

a AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


TRAIL OF LEWIS AND CLARK. 
O. D. Wheeler’s Work on the Great West- 
ern Expedition. 

To supplement the labors of Dr. Elliott 
Coues and Reuben Gold Thwaites, whose 
works have been of inestimable value in fa- 
miliarizing the American public with the 
explorations of Lewis aad Clark, comes Olin 
D. Wheeler, who has written THE TRAIL 
OF LEWIS AND CLARK (G. P. Putnam's 
Sons), two lavishly Ulustrated volumes, in 
which we find a story of the great exploration 
„ aeross the continent in 1804-'06, with a de- 
scription of the old trail. based upon actual 
travel over it, and of the changes found a 
century later.” Mr. Wheeler is a member 
of the Minnesota Historical society and has 
been for some years connected with the 
Northern Pacifie railway. 

In his preface Mr. Wheeler says; In the 
narrative proper it has been the aim first to 
recount the great epic story of Lewis and 
Clark; second, to supplement this with such 
material, drawn from later explorers, as 
bears upon and emphasizes or accentuates 
the achievements of the original pathfinders: 
third, to interpret, amplify, and criticise such 
parts of the original nerrative as the studies 
and explanations of the writer, 100 years 
later. seem to render advisable, thus connect, 
ing the exploration with the present time; 
fourth, to show, without undue prominence, 
the agency of the locomotive and the steam- 
boat in developing the vast region that Lewis 
and Clark made known to us; and fifth, to 
make plain that the army of tourists and 
travelers in the northwest unknowingly see 
and visit many points and localities explored 
by Lewis and Clark a century ago. a 
. Generous quotations from the Lewis and 
Clark journals form a thread upon which are 
hung the fresh materials and comment of the 
author. He shows the origin of the Louisi- 
ana Purchase in all its details. and gives the 
true history of the famous expedition sent 
out by Jefferson, which was the outcome of 
the project formed in. the fertile mind of John 
Ledyard of Connecticut, who first proposed 
the exploration of the remote west. 

One gains from his work a more intimate 
and thorough knowledge of che Indian tribes 
with whom Lewis and Clark came into con- 
tact; problems of orthography are settled 
finally; obscure passages in the original jour- 
nals are elucidated; places that the explorers 
visited are definitely located; and the trail is 
traced minutely, almost foot by foot, with an 
identification of every step of its progress 
and a sharp comparison with the changes 
that have taken place since the explorers 
first penetrated the country. 

Over 200 illustrations—photographs of 
things, people, and places along the route 
and reproductions of rare old documents. por- 
trait prints, ete.—embellish the two volumes. 
The book should find a place in every library 
of American history; indeed, no collection of 
books relating to the Louisiana Purchase 
can be reckoned complete without it. 


BLUE GRASS COOK BOOK. 
A Collection of Toothsome Kentucky 
Recipes by Minnie C. Fox 
“The Blue Grass Cook Book is a happy 
title for a compilation of recipes for the 
kitchen, for where are more toothsome things 
concocted than in Kentucky? The compila- 
tion is the work of Minnie C. Fox. who has 
gathered her material at first hand and has 
even inserted photographs of her black 
friends who are responsible for the dishes. 
John Fox Jr., in far off Tokio, contributes 
a humorous introduction, but. indeed, the 
book speaks for itself and it is enough to 
make ravenous the man who will merely 
turn over its pages. What the blacks did not 
help Mrs. Fox to do her white Kentucky 
friends did, and the result is a cook book 
which really has a distinctive character and 
is not a mere bundle of recipes. 


More Real Diary by a Real Boy. 


The rule that K is dangerous to write a con- 
tinuation of a book which has proved a popular 
success has a brilliant exception in the case of 
Judge Henry A. Shute, whose Real Diary of

But the hardest problem which the Ameri- 
can commander in chief had to solve was not 
the strategical one. His crowning difficulty 
was that of keeping any sort of an army at 
all on foot. The states were slow about send- 
ing their requisitions of troops. Many of the 
recruits were enlisted for short periods and 
had hardly learned to fight when they were 
mustered out. 
and bickering between the officers of. the 
states and between them and the foreign vol- 
unteers over precedence and promotions, 
There was a chronic deficiency of money and 
supplies, and the troops had repeatedly to 
fight half naketi, half frozen, and half 
starved. Cabals were constantly plotting 
to undermine and ruin the commander in 
chief. That Washington, in spite of these 
difficulties and many more, by natience, taet, 
courage, strength of will, and indomitable 
perseverance, kept a force in the field seven 
years, outgeneraled the British commanders, 
won victories, and finally brought the war to 
a triumphant close. indubitably entities him 
to rank with the greatest soldiers of any age. 

Washington's early life was well adapted 
to equip him for the trying duties of his later 
career, He was born in Westmoreland 
county, Virginia. His father died when 
George was 11 years old, leaving his widow 
and five children a large landed property. 
George Washington got the rudiments of ed- 
ucation in the neighboring schools. He early 
developed extraordinary physical strength 
and led in all manly exercises. When he 
was 14 years old his brother Lawrence got 
for him a midshipman's warrant in the Brit- 
ish navy, but his strong minded mother's op- 
position prevented him from becoming a 
sailor. He spent three years surveying the 
vast estate of Lord Fairfax. At 19 he was 
made an adjutant, with the rank of g 
in the colonial army of Virginia. In 7e 
Gov. Dinwiddie sent him on a long and peru - 
ous trip to investigate the report that the 
French were establishing military pests in 
the Ohio country and to protest against such 
action. The next year Washington led a 
regiment into that country againat the 
French. defeated them in an engagement 
near Great Meadows, and was himself cooped 
up in Fort Necessity. He made a stubborn 
resistance to the French and their Indian 
allies, and was finally allowed to evacuate 
Fort Necessity with the honors of war. In 
1755. as a member of Braddock’s staff. he ac- 
companied that general's disastrous expedi- 
tion against Fort Duquesne; and his bravery 
and capacity alone saved Braddock’s army 
from utter destruction. During the next 
few years he commanded the force raised te 
defend the Virginia frontier. He married 
Mrs. Martha Custis in 1756. He resigned his 
commission at the close of the French and 
Indian war and saw no more ting until 
he became commander in chief ef the armies 
of the reyolution, 


Under the historie eim outside Boston, on 
July 3, 1775, Washington for the rst time 
drew his sword against Great Britain. Dig- 
nity, ease, and complacency, the gentleman 
and the soldier, look agreeably blended in 
him,” wrote Mrs. John Adams to her hus- 
band.

TIME CLOSE TO RECORD. 
Jockéy Henry Is Critised for Dull 
Finish on McGee in the 
Sprint. 


The Chicago Jockey club opened its seven 
days’ fall meeting yesterday with the Ex- 
celsior stake at one mile and a furlong as 
its feature.

The mare set the pace and led by a 
length or more to the stretch turn where 
Matador, the 2 year old, closed in, but after 
passing the eighth pole he gave way to Me- 
Gee, which had been running third.
